dreas of Governor Alex J, Groesbeck. 

Another feature was the installa- 
tlon of the new officers of the senate 
and house, who were chosen at the 
caucuses of both houses on Tuesday 
evening. -For once, at least, every 
member of both houses was privileged 
to attend the party caucuses, as every 
one in both houses is Republican.

capitol, the legislators, generally. wait-; 
ing until early this week to begin put-: 
ting in an appearance on the scene 
of activities.

County Government Topic. 


Advance talk has been centered! 
more upon the proposal to change the’ 
methods of county government by leg: ; 
islation or by conscitutional amend! 
ment than upon any other topic. This’ 
Proposal has met with statewide com- 
ment for two or three months past. - 
being warmly advocated by some and| 
stoutly combatted by others. Some of 
the advocates of new methods in voun-; 
ty government want to change to the! 
commission form which has succeed-: 
ed well in some of the cities, while! 
others have been advocating a consol-, 
idation of city and county activities, | 
especially in tax collecting. 

Detroit supporters of the new idea: 
have been interested principally in a| 
method of giving the state’s largest} 
efty the right to run its own couniy 
affairs, making the city a separate: 
county if necessary to accomplish this, | 
or consolidating much of the govern-: 
ment of Detroit and Wayne county.! 
At a meeting held in Grand Rapids! 
some time ago by friends of the plan! 
in general, who sought to find a way; 
to combine their activities, the De-: 
troiters found they were almost alone | 
in their scheme. Later the Highland | 
Park contingent bobbed up in opposi-| 
tion to Detroit putting over any 
change which might not be agreeable, 
to Highland Parkites, who have the 
distinction of living in a city entirely 
surrqunded by the city of Detroit. . 

Generally speaking, there has been 
a suspicion on the part of residents 
ot townships and rural centers that 
the big idea of the proposed changes 
in county government was intended 
to allow the big town of the county 
more opportunity to dominate the 
county in its entirety. The resu}t Has 
been to line up tawnship influences in| 
an antagonistic attitude towards the 
plan. So far, however, they have 
merely been looking with suspicion 
at the whole thing, not knowing ex- 
actly how it is proposed to put it up 
to them. And so far, also, the sup- 
porters of some such change have not 
solidly gotten together upon any de- 
finite method of procedure as far as 
the public knows. . 

But the effort is certain to be made 
to permit changes in copnty affairs of 
a radical nature and are apt to crys- 
talize in a proposed amendment to the 
constitution to permit counties which 
destre it, to vote themselves over to 
a commission form of government or 
make other desired changes. 

Provide for Road Building. 


It is anticipated that there wil] be

the roads of the state, Michigan fe 
well started on its huge road devel- 
opment plans and has millions yet to 
spend on good roads. {It wiil be re- 
called that the last legislature had no 
opportunity te make laws during its 
regular session two years “go tO pro- 
vide the machinery for the $50,000,000 
good roads bond issue, voted for by — 
the people at the election of April, 
1919, and met later in special seasiom 
to do this. There will be various pro 
pogsals before the present legislature 
to supplement the laws enacted at 
this special session. 

Efforta to consolidate or to coor 
dinate the activities of the state's 
great varigty of boards and commis- 
sions also is expected to be of lead- 
ing interest at this gession. The work 
of Gov. Lowden, in Illinois, in bring- 
ing all the boards and commissions o£ 
that state into nine main departments 
and ‘thus conéolidating much work 
previously done by different bureaus 
{s admiyed by many Michigan people 
and Gov, Groesbeck is said to be 
friendly to that Hne of procedure. 
Should the governor decide to make 
this a leading measure towards bet- 
ter business efficiency in the state 
government, legislation slong this line 
may easily become the chief feature 
of the 1921 session. 

As things stand at present practi- 
cally every state department, com- 
migsion bureau and board has plans 
for advanced work that calls either 
for new legislation or additional ap- 
propriations which would have to be 
allowed by the lawmakers. Some of 
these are far-reaching in their scope. 

State Constabulary \ssue. 
The state constabulary establish- 


ment undoubtedly will bask in the 
legislative limelight considerably. 


| Some time ago it appeared as though 


those opposed to a continuation of the 
constabulary were so numerous as to 
seal the fate of that body when the

School legislation affecting the cily

City efforts are 
expected to be along the lines of de- 
velopment of vocational schools and 
teachings of an industrial nature. 


Need for Health Officers. 
Strong efforts will, be made by the 


; state health commission for advanced 


legislation along certain lines. One 
of its chief aims is the obtaining of 
full-time, qualified health officers for - 


‘every county in the state, replacing 


the 1.600 township health officers now 
on the job. : 
“We can prove that counties having 
such full-time, qualified health* officers 
have much less sickness than counties 
functioning under the part-time, town- 
ship, health officer system,” says Dr. 
R. M. Olin, state health commissioner. 


‘“In many cases the money paid the 


part-time officers would provide for a 
full-time medical officer. The country 
child is not at present receiving the 
same protection against disease as is 
the child in the city. This faétor, to- 
gether with the rural child’s higher 
susceptibility to disease of all kinds--~ 
since he does not have the constant 
contact with disease that enubles his 
city cousin to build up immunity—ac- 
counts for the high sickness rate now 
found in rural communities. 
“Through a survey of the state's 
infant death rate conducted last sum- 
mer it was learned that many Michi- 
gan counties have a higher number of 
infant deaths per thousand births than 
do the larger cities of the state.” 
That county health officers will aid 
materially in changing this condition 
is the contention of the state Reulth 
commission. Efforts also will be made 
by the health commission for legis. 
lation further increasing its efficiency 
and its field of operations. 
Undoubtedly the range of legisla- 
tion offered to the session now under 
way will be as wide and as varied as 
that which generally faces a new set 
of lawmakers. It will remain for the 
present senators and representatives. 
after the committees are announced 
and have settled edown.to work on the 
mass of bills already starting to come 
into both houses, to show by their 
handling of these propositions what 
the state at large may expect in the 
way of accomplishment trom them by 
the time May Day draws near and the

The world throughout the year 1020 
‘Was passing through the troublesome 
Period of readjustment and reaction 
that began with the close of the World 
war. Of all the great powers that had 


been Involved tn the conflict, the Umt- : 
of the harbor as 


ed States alone rematned technleatiy 
in a state of war with Germany 
through the fuilnre of the senate to 
ratify the peace ti oaty. For all pruc- 
tical purposes, however, the United 
States was at peace and conditions in 
this country were more nearly pormal 
than in most of the nations of Europe 
which had accepted the settlements 
agreed upon by the peace conference 
at Paris. 

Although the great war had ended, 
the world wus not at peace in 1920. 
Territorial disputes and  jealousies 
growing out Of the war resulted tn a 
large number of minor conflicts. 

The Irish problem remained un- 
solved and the situation in the Emer- 
ald Isle grew more serious ag the yeur 
progressed, In the United States, de- 
spite minor radical activities and the 
uncertainties accompanying the read- 
justment of business and industrial 
conditions, there was continued prus- 
perity and optimism. 


INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


The World war was formally ended 
January 10 when Germany and four- 
teen of the powers allied against her 
ain the war exchanged ratifications of 
the Treaty of Versailles at Paris. The 
United States, however, was not 
among the nations participating in this 
ceremony, a3 the treaty had not been 
ratified by the senate. 

The League of Nations came Into 
actual being at Paris January 16 when 
the executive council held its first 
meeting with representatives from Bel- 
gium, Brazil, England, Italy, France, 
Japan, (ireece aud Spain particlpat- 
ing. 

The Russian government made a 
step toward securing peace with Its 
warring neighbors by eoncluding 
treaties with Ukraine and Esthonia. 

The Turkish peace terms were com- 
pleted om March 3, and a week later 
the Allies decided te use foree to im- 
pose the tertns upon Turkey, sending 
troops to occupy Coastantinaple. The 
allied forces oecupred the | Turkisn

Polish troops began a spring offen- 
sive against the Russian Bolsheviki in 
the Balu region on Mareh 28.

Nifferaices of opinion among the 
Allies tazarding the enforcement of 
the proviions of the peace treaty with 
Germany threatened to cause some 
difficulty but these differences were 
froned ot in a series of conferences 
held at san Remo, Italy, in April. 

The Piles and Ukrainians negotiat- 
ed a treaty on Aprit 27, recognizing 
Ukrainin independence from Russian. 
A combited army of Poles and Ukrain- 
fans theslaunched an offensive against 
the Rusian “Red” forces, capturing 
Kiev on May 8 and the great port of 
Odessa m May 11. 

Bolsheik troops invaded Persia at 
Astara Miy 18, forcing the withdrawal 
of Britin troops. Rolshevik troops 
on the follsh front were re-enforced 
apd laumhed an attack on a ninety- 
mijJe frort, seeking to open communi- 
cation wth East Prussia. On June 8 
they suceeded In flanking and driving 
back Gemral Pi!lsudski’s Polish troops. 
Opn June 9, the Poles annihilated the 
Bolshevie Third and Twelfth divisions 
and occwied Czarnica, but five days 
later they were forced to evacuate 
Kiev, in he Ukraine, by a heavy cav- 
alry attek. The Bolsheviks concen- 
trated tirty new divisions on that 
front. 

The sipreme council! continued Its 
efforts t- complete the peace settle- 
ments. “he treaty with Hungary was 
signed Jine 4 at Versailles, Ambassa- 
dor Walace signing for the United 
States.

Further disturbances were reported 
in Italy during October. On the 18th 
leaders of the Socialist party and the 
Creneral Confederation of Laher or- 
dered demonstrations in every town tn 
Italy In an effort to force the Itallan 
soverpment to recognize soviet Rus- 
sia, and on the following day many 
persons were killed and wounded in 
the course of a two-hour strike called 
us a protest agalnst the arrest of potit- 
ical offenders opposing the allled pol- 
fey toward Russia. The government 
began a drive on the 17th to reund up 
all advocates of violence in the coun- 
try. 

After a hunger strike of 74 days. 
which had drawn the attention of the 
world, Terence MacSwiney, Jord mayor 
of Cork. dled in Brixton prison, Lon- 
don, Octaber 25, Great pressure had 
heen brought to bear to secure Mayor 
MacSwiney's release, but the govern- 
ment stood firm in its stand against 
the hunger strikers. ‘ 

King Alexander of Greece died on 
October 25 as a result of a bite by a 
pet monkey, and {tt was announced 
that the throne would be offered to 
Prince Paul, third son of former King 
Constantine, 

Peace in China seemed to he finally 
assured by a proclamation issued by 
the government November 1, declaring 
that there had been a reunion of North 
and South China and calling for the 
election of a new parliament. 

Fierce rioting between Unionists 
and Sinn Feiners broke out in North 
Belfast, Ireland, November 7. Seri- 
ous disorders were reported also at 
Londonderry, where five policemen 
were shot and many ships burned or 
wrecked. The Irish home rule bill 
passed the house of commons on its 
third reading November 11. At Dublin 
on November 21, following the murder 
of 14 British officers, a force of traops 
raided a football game and fired upon 
the crowd. killing and wound!ug a 
large mumber of persons, 

A political upheaval came in Greece 
with the defeat ta the general election 
on November 14 of the party headed 
by Premier Venizelas, Premier Vens- 
zelos resigned on November 17 and 
George Rhallis, former premier and 
Jeader among the follaavers uf ex-King 
Constantine, formed a new cabinet. 

On December 4 the Greek people, in 
a plebiscite voted for the return of

DOMESTIC 


The yenr 1920 being a presidential 
election year, potities held the atten- 
tion of the people of the United States 
during the greater part of the vear. 
Senator Warren G. Harding of Ohio 
Was nominated for President by the 
Remiblicans at Chicago June 12. The 
Deraocratic national convention at 
Sen Francisco nominated Governor 
James M. Cox of Ohlo on July 5 on 
the forty-fourth ballot. 

In the election on November 2, the 
Republican national ticket was elected 
by an overwhelming mafJority, receiv- 
inw 414 electoral votes while the Demo- 
cratic candidates recelved 117. The 
Nepublicans also fee an overwhelm- 
MR majority in congress. 

By winning thefr long fight for 
equal suffrage, the women of the coun- 
{ry gained the right to vote for all 
offices in the November election. 

The Department of Justice Inaugu- 
rated a campaign against radical 
allens by conducting raids simultane- 
ously In more than 30 cities through- 
out the country on January 2. Two 
days later the department estimated 
that 2,706 aliens had been arrested 
and it was announced that most of 
those arrested would be deported. 

The United States Supreme court 
on January 5 upheld the constitution- 
allty of wartime prohibition und the 
Volstend enforcement act. On Janu- 
ary 16 nationwide prohltbition, under 
the eighteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, went into effect. 

On January 10 the New York as- 
sembly, with but two dissenting voices, 
voted to excinde the five Soclalist 
members of that body, pending trial 
on charges that the platform of their 
party is revolutionary. : 

The antt-radicat campaign resulted 
In the indictment of 88 leaders of the 
Communist Labor party in Chicago 
on January 21.

LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 


Industrial unrest which manifested 
itself during the period of reaction {m- 
mediately followlng the war, became 
even more marked during the year 
1920. Radical activities were involved 
in some of the labor disputes in this 
country, but this was true to a much 
larger extent in the labor troubles that 
beset mast of the countries of Eurepe 
during the greater part of the year. 

The first month of the year was 
marked, In the United States, by the 
abandonment of the steel workers’ 
strike which had been begun on Sep- 
tember 22. 

Rallroad traflc was tled up in 
France, February 27, by a general 
strike of rail workers. The premier 
called all the strikers into the army, 
and two days later the strike was set- 
tled by a compromise. 

Two thousand railway express clerks 
struck at Chicago Mareh 6, causing an 
embargo to be placed upot all but nec- 
essary traffic. 

Peace was declared between the 
bituminous coal operators and miners 
March 81, when they signed a two- 
year agreement based on an award 
made by the coal commission named 
by President Wilson. ny td 

An “outlaw” atrike of raftread 
switehmen began in Chicago April: 15, 
and spread rapidly to other parts of 
the country. Federal officers arrested 
80 leaders of the strike in Chica,,o, 
Aprit 15, on charges of tnterfering with 
the malis and violation of the Lever 
act.

the strike on May 5. The French gov- 
ernment took vigorous steps to end 
the strike, moving to dissolve the Gen- 
eral Federation of Labor and char- 
acterizing the strike leaders as Bolshe- 


vists. The strikes were called off by 
the General Federation of Laber on 
May 21. 


The American Federntion of Labor, 
meeting at Montreal, declared in) fa- 
vor of an Irish republie and pledged 


itself to wage a determined fight 
uguinst the Kansas Industrial Rela- 


tions Court law. On June 18 the fed- 
eration re-elected Samuel Gompers 
president, for his thirty-uinth term. 

The Raliway Labor board announced 
Its decision on wage increases on July 
20, awarding increases of from “0 to 
27 per cent to nearly 2,000,000 empluy- 
ees, the total increase amounting to 
about $600,000.000 a year, about half 
the raise that employees hud asked. 
The award was accepted by the rail- 
road unions, 

During the latter part of July coal 
miners again struck in Ilinois, Indl- 
ana and Kansag, but on July 31 they 
Were ordered back to work, after an 
appeal had been made by President 
Wilson. 

Serious riots occurred at Denver Au- 
gust 5 in connection with a street car 
Strike, many being killed and injured. 
Federal troops were ordered to Dever 
to stop the disorders. 

The Railway Labor board made an- 
other award August 10, granting ap 
increase amounting to $30,000,000 a 
year to 75.000 railway express workers. 

On August 30 President Wilson ap- 


proved the majority report of the an- | 


thracite wage commission, awarding 
wage Increases of from 17 to 20 per 
cent. On September 1 anthracite op- 
erators and miners signed a two-year 
contract based on the award, but thou- 
sands of men remained on what they 
termed “vacation” in protest against 
the award. 

Industrial conditions grew more se- 
tious in Italy during the late summer 
and fall. .An obstructionist campaign 
wat started by 500,000 workmen on 
August 22. On August 31, In Lom- 
bardy, 300 metal-working plants were 
seized by employees aud workmen's 
counclls*took charge of the plants. On 
September 14 the workmen's council 
voted for co-operative management 
and profit-sharing by the  work- 
men. At the same time the workmen 
took over 200) chemieal works and sev- 


tervened, and on September 19 the em- 
ployers agreed to his terms of settle- 
ment. granting increases of pay ret- 
roactive to July 15. The workinen ae- 
cepred the settlement and ordered the 
factories returned to the owners,

Ittinois Experiment Station Secured 
Reliable Figures From 680 
Dairy Farms. 


There are various estimates on indik 
production costs and they are likely 
to be different under different ¢circum- 
stances, Moreover, there is consider- 
able vuarlation tn milk quality, also, us 
it ranges from barely three per cent 
nutterfat test to nearly five per cent. 
However, nove of the figures available 
spow that the producer of milk is 
“profiteering.”

production costs from GSU dairy farms 
with a total of 18.902 cows. hose Ag- 
ures showed the cost of all items en- 
tering into te preduction of 100 
pounds of milk as follows:

Crushing grain is better than grind- 
ing it fine. for the digestibility may be 
decreased due to failure to mix prop- 
erly with thé saliva.

digested. 


BEETS ARE EXCELLENT FEED 


Because of Labot in Harvesting and 
Cost of Handling Are Not as 
Cheap as Silage. 


Sugar beets are an excellent feed 
for dairy cows, but because of the 
fabor in harvesting and the expense of 
handling, are not as economical! as corn 
silage. They have a larger amount of 
nutriment than mangels or rutahagas, 
but it 1s generally held that the latter 
will yleld somewhat more per acre 
and are less difficult to handle, Sugar 
beets are not hard on the kidneys, but 
if fed in too large quantities there is 
a tendency to scour the animals, This 
is due to the high sugar content of 
the beet.

very high prices is that the nef is the} 
rurest piece of antique plate in exist- 
ence, Shaped like a ship, and heau- 
tifnlly inodeled, nefs were nearly al- 
made by the Seventeenth cen- 
tury silversmiths, who speplatized in 
them, to ihe order of crowned heads, 
Their osteusihle use was to hold wine 
or other beverages in the hull of the 
vessel, the liquid heing delivered 
throngh a spout in the bows. Kings 
made presents of them to other kings,

Good Things for the Family. 

Soften one cake of compressed yeast 
fn one-fourth of a cup of lukewarm 
water, add one cupful of sculded and 
cooled milk and one abd one-half eup- 
fuls of flour; beat until smooth. Cover 
and set out of draughts to become 
Nght. Add one-fourth of a cupful 
each of melted shortening and sugar, 
two egg yolks beaten light, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, the grated rind of a 
lemon and flour for a dough—about 
three cupfuls, Knead until smooth 
and elastic. Cover and. set aside to 
become double In bulk. 
down on the molding beard, roll into 
a rectangular sheet, brush with melted 
butter, dredge with sugar and einna- 
mon mixed, sprinkle with half a cup- 
fu} of currants, and roll as a Jelly 
roll. Cut into pleces an Inch long. 
Cream one-fourth of a cup of shorten- 
ing. beat fn one-foarth of a cup of 
brewn sugar and spread mixture on 
the inside of a cnst iron frying pan; 
lay in the buns and when doubled in 
bulk, bake one-half hour. The sngi 
and butter should gluze the bottom of 
the buns. Serve turned upside down 
glazed side up. 


Cholce Popovers, 

Break three eggs into a bowl, add 
half a teaspoonful of salt, and one 
cupful each of milk and flour. 
until smooth with a Dover egg beater. 
Have ready a hot tron muffin pan, but- 
ter well, fill the cups two-thirds full. 
Set In a hot oven and bake thirty-five 
minutes, decreasing the heat after the 
popovers are well puffed. 

Hard Sauce. 

Beat one-third of a cup of softened 
butter to a cream, add one cupful of 
light brown sugar gradually; when 
well mixed add two tablespoonfuls of 
cream, drop by drop, and. lastly one 
teaspoonful of vanilla and a few drops 
of lemon extract or a grating of lemon. 
rind. Ginger and lemon ring may be 
used In place of the vanilla and a few 
tablespoonfuls of creamed dates added 


to give bulk.
